A  supply  will  be 
sent  to  each  official  in  charge  of  a  station  or  branch  of  the  bureau  service,  who  should  promptly  dis- 
tribute copies  to  members  of  his  force.    A  file  should  be  kept  at  each  station  for  reference.] 
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FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE. 

For  the  second  time  in  recent  years  the  bureau  is  engaged  in  a  campaign  for  the 
eradication  of  foot-and-mouth  disease.  The  affected  States  are  Michigan,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Maryland.  The  disease  was  first  observed  in  the  vicinity  of  Dan- 
ville and  Watsontown,  Pa. ,  and  was  reported  to  the  bureau  by  the  state  veterinarian 
of  Pennsylvania  on  November  10.  The  chief  of  the  bureau,  accompanied  by  the 
chiefs  of  the  inspection  and  pathological  divisions,  at  once  went  to  Danville  and 
confirmed  the  diagnosis.  A  quarantine  was  declared  November  12  against  the  inter- 
state movement  of  animals  from  four  counties  in  Pennsylvania.  Within  a  few  days 
the  disease  was  also  found  in  several  other  counties  in  Pennsylvania  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  Akron,  N.  Y.,  and  on  November  19  the  quarantine  was  extended  to  in- 
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elude  the  entire  territory  of  those  two  States.  It  appeared  that  the  cattle  causing 
the  Pennsylvania  outbreak  came  through  the  Buffalo  stock  yards,  and  from  Buffalo 
suspicion  pointed  to  Michigan.  Investigations  in  the  latter  State  confirmed  the 
presence  of  the  disease  in  several  herds  near  Detroit,  and  on  November  24  the  State 
of  Michigan  was  quarantined.  A  few  days  later  the  disease  was  also  found  near 
Lineboro,  Md.,  and  that  State  was  quarantined. 

The  work  of  eradication  is  being  carried  on  vigorously  in  cooperation  with  the  state 
authorities.  The  diseased  and  exposed  animals  are  being  slaughtered  and  buried 
and  the  premises  disinfected.  The  department  pays  the  owner  two-thirds  of  the 
appraised  value  of  his  stock  and  the  State  pays  the  remaining  one-third.  Other 
expenses  are  shared  in  the  same  proportions. 

The  localities  in  which  the  disease  has  so  far  been  found  are  as  follows :  Mich- 
igan— Oakland  and  Wayne  counties;  New  York — Erie,  Genesee,  Monroe,  and  Niag- 
ara counties;  Pennsylvania — Chester,  Clinton,  Dauphin,  Delaware,  Juniata,  Lancas- 
ter, Lehigh,  Lycoming,  Montgomery,  Montour,  Northumberland,  Philadelphia, 
Snyder,  Union,  and  York  counties;  Maryland — Carroll  County. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  herds  or  premises  have  been  found  affected,  as  fol- 
lows: In  Michigan,  8;  in  New  York,  44;  in  Pennsylvania,  94;  in  Maryland,  2.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  diseased  and  exposed  animals  discovered  up  to  date  have  been 
slaughtered,  and  the  work  of  disinfection  is  well  advanced.  A  careful  canvass  of 
the  infected  districts  is  being  made,  the  inspectors  going  from  farm  to  farm  inspect- 
ing the  animals  in  order  to  make  sure  that  no  cases  have  been  overlooked. 

It  is  evident  that  the  present  outbreak  had  its  origin  in  the  vicinity  of  Detroit, 
Mich.,  but  the  investigation  has  not  progressed  far  enough  to  determine  the  exact 
manner  in  which  the  animals  became  infected.  In  view  of  the  bureau's  strict  quar- 
antine on  imported  animals  and  the  fact  that  no  animals  are  allowed  to  be  imported 
from  countries  where  foot-and-mouth  disease  is  known  to  exist,  it  has  all  along  been 
considered  highly  improbable  that  the  contagion  was  brought  in  with  imported  live 
stock.     It  is  therefore  believed  that  it  must  have  been  introduced  in  some  other  way. 

It  was  fortunate  that  in  this  emergency  the  bureau  had  a  large  force  of  trained 
veterinarians,  many  of  whom  had  had  experience  in  the  New  England  campaign  of 
1902-3,  who  could  be  promptly  assigned  to  the  work  of  eradication.  The  good  wTork 
being  done  by  the  force  is  much  appreciated,  and  the  chief  is  confident  that  it  will 
lead  to  another  creditable  achievement  by  the  bureau  in  effectively  dealing  with  out- 
breaks of  contagious  disease  which  have  menaced  the  live-stock  industry  of  the 
country.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  contagion  should  be  promptly  and  com- 
pletely eradicated,  and  it  is  expected  and  believed  that  every  individual  employee 
engaged  in  this  work  will  realize  his  great  responsibility  and  will  do  all  that  he  can 
to  bring  about  a  successful  result. 

Members  of  the  force  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  should  be  on  the  lookout  for 
new  cases  of  the  disease  and  should  promptly  report  any  rumors  indicating  that  it 
may  have  spread  beyond  the  localities  already  known  to  have  been  infected. 

The  bureau  inspectors  in  charge  of  the  control  and  eradication  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  are  as  follows: 

In  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland:  Dr.  S.  E.  Bennett,  rooms  1  and  2, 
Bassler  Building,  Fourth  and  Market  streets,  Sunbury,  Pa.

Mich. 

The  federal  quarantine  regulations  now  in  effect  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

The  regulations  absolutely  prohibit  the  movement  of  cattle,  sheep,  other  ruminants, 
and  swine  from  each  of  the  States  of  NewT  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and 
Michigan  for  any  purpose  whatsoever. 
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Cattle,  sheep,  and  other  ruminants,  and  swine  originating  outside  of  the  States 
named  may  be  shipped  through  said  States  in  cars  sealed  with  government  seals  or 
in  crates  bearing  a  card  or  poster  showing  the  origin  and  destination  of  the  animals. 

The  movement  of  hides,  skins,  and  hoofs  of  cattle  (including  calves),  sheep,  and 
other  ruminants  from  each  of  the  States  mentioned  is  absolutely  prohibited  unless 
each  consignment  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  furnished  by  an  employee  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

Amendment  2  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  156,  relative  to  the  disinfection  and  certification 
of  hides,  skins,  and  hoofs  for  interstate  or  foreign  movement,  specifies  the  materials 
for  use  in  disinfection.  When  disinfection  is  required,  bundles  of  hides  shall  be 
broken  and  each  hide  thoroughly  wet  by  immersion  in  the  disinfectant.  Persons 
requiring  the  services  of  the  federal  inspectors  to  supervise  such  disinfection  should 
have  their  dipping  vats,  disinfecting  materials,  and  all  other  equipment  ready  before 
the  inspector  arrives,  in  order  to  avoid  delay  as  far  as  possible. 

The  movement  of  dressed  carcasses  of  calves,  sheep,  and  other  ruminants  from 
each  of  the  States  above  named  is  prohibited  unless  the  hides  or  skins  and  hoofs  are 
first  removed  from  the  carcasses.  However,  these  classes  of  carcasses,  with  the 
hides  or  skins  and  hoofs  attached,  and  which  originate  outside  of  the  quarantined 
area,  may  be  moved  through  the  States  mentioned,  provided  they  are  crated  and  a 
card  or  poster  showing  the  origin  and  destination  of  shipment  is  affixed  to  each  crate. 

The  movement  of  hay,  straw,  or  similar  fodder  (including  these  materials  used  for 
packing  bananas,  crockery,  glass,  other  merchandise,  etc.)  from  each  of  the  States 
named  is  absolutely  prohibited  until  disinfected  under  the  supervision  of,  and  cer- 
tified by,  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  unless  it  is  shown  that 
these  packing  material?  originated  outside  of  the  States  mentioned  or  were  used  for 
packing  purposes  prior  to  October  10,  1908,  in  which  cases  bureau  certificates  will  be 
given  for  their  movement  from  the  State  without  disinfection. 

It  is  therefore  suggested  that  hay,  straw,  and  similar  fodder  now  within  the  States 
mentioned,  and  which  is  not  intended  for  packing  purposes,  should  be  held  within 
the  State  where  now  located  pending  further  investigation  by  the  department  to 
determine  definitely  the  localities  in  which  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists,  unless  it  is 
desired  to  break  the  bales  and  place  the  loose  hay,  straw,  or  similar  fodder  in  tight 
compartments  and  fumigate  it  with  formaldehyde  gas  under  government  supervision, 
which  must  be  done  as  a  precautionary  measure  before  these  materials  may  be  moved 
interstate  at  this  time. 

The  regulations  do  not  apply  to  excelsior  used  in  packing. 

The  federal  regulations  to  prevent  the  spread  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  do  not 
apply  to  the  movement  of  live  stock,  skins,  hoofs,  dressed  carcasses,  hay,  straw,  etc., 
within  the  boundaries  of  a  State,  such  movement  being  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  state  authorities.  If,  however,  in  the  course  of  transportation  between  two  points 
within  a  State  it  is  necessary  for  the  movement  to  pass  through  any  part  of  another 
State  it  becomes  an  interstate  movement  and  therefore  subject  to  the  federal  regula- 
tions.

INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Rendering  Condemned  Products  into  Inedible  Grease. 

Meat  and  meat  products  which  are  condemned  for  sourness  or  similar  condition 
which  make  them  unfit  for  food  may  be  rendered  into  inedible  grease  for  industrial 
purposes  at  the  official  establishment  where  condemned,  without  the  addition  of 
coloring  matter  or  other  denaturing  agent,  provided  the  product  is  properly  marked 
"inedible"  and  the  following  conditions  are  complied  with: 

When  it  is  desired  to  remove  such  inedible  grease  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
inspector  in  charge  of  the  establishment  where  the  product  was  condemned,  the 
inspector  shall  be  furnished  with  a  written  statement  by  the  owner,  giving  the  amount 
of  the  product,  the  use  for  which  it  is  intended,  and  the  name  and  the  address  of  the 
concern  that  will  use  it  for  industrial  purposes;  also  with  a  copy  of  the  bill  of  lading 
when  the  product  is  shipped.  The  inspector  in  charge  will  report  in  full  by  letter  to 
the  Washington  office  concerning  all  condemned  products  disposed  of  in  this 
manner. 

New  British  Regulations. 

Referring  to  the  regulations  of  the  English  Government,  effective  January  1,  1909, 
which  prohibit  the  importation  of  fresh  pork  unless  the  same  is  accompanied  by  a 
proper  certificate  to  the  effect  that  it  is  from  carcasses  which  were  free  from  tuber- 
culosis in  any  degree,  this  subject  was  taken  up  through  the  Department  of  State 
with  the  British  officials,  who  declined  to  extend  the  time  or  to  waive  the  require- 
ment above  indicated.  Since  the  department  does  not  see  fit  to  furnish  for  export 
pork  inspection  which  is  not  given  to  this  product  for  domestic  consumption,  notice 
is  hereby  given  to  all  concerned  that  no  fresh  pork  shall  be  certified  for  entry  into 
Great  Britain  on  and  after  January  1,  1909. 
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Scrap  meat  or  trimmings  will  not  be  admitted  into  Great  Britain  on  and  after 
January  1,  1909,  and  therefore  should  not  be  certified  for  entry  after  that  date. 

Beef  chuck  butts  intended  for  export  to  Great  Britain  should  be  packed  so  that 
they  may  be  readily  identified. 

The  public-health  regulations  of  England  effective  on  January  1,  1909,  prohibit 
the  importation  of  products  in  which  preservatives  are  present  as  follows: 

Of  tripe,  namely,  any  edible  part  of  the  stomach,  or  of  a  tongue,  or  kidney,  to 
which  formalin,  or  a  solution,  or  other  preparation  of,  or  comprising  formic  aldehyde; 
or  a  compound  containing  fluorine  or  boron,  or  salicylic  acid,  formic  acid,  sulphur- 
ous acid,  benzoic  acid,  or  any  compound  of  an}T  such  acid  has  been  applied. 

Inspectors  in  charge  will  therefore  not  issue  export  certificates  for  the  shipment  to 
England  of  these  or  similar  products  to  which  any  preservatives  have  been  applied, 
except  as  provided  by  section  2,  regulation  2z,  B.  A.  I.,  Order  150. 

Canadian  Regulations  Regarding  Meat  Imports. 

The  meat-inspection  regulations  of  Canada  require  that  shipments  of  meat  and 
meat-food  products  from  the  United  States  shall  bear  meat-inspection  stamps  or  be 
accompanied  by  export  certificates.  Where  it  is  impracticable  to  apply  the  meat- 
inspection  stamp,  as  in  the  case  of  sealed  tank  cars  carrying  meat-food  products, 
certificates  should  be  issued.  The  certificate  should  embody  the  name  of  the  product, 
its  weight,  initials  and  number  of  car,  and  the  numbers  of  the  seals. 

The  bureau  is  advised  from  the  office  of  the  veterinary  director-general  of  Canada 
that  under  the  meat-inspection  act  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  sausage  casings,  beef 
bones,  and  similar  products  are  considered  meat-food  products. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Hygeno  CA,'  "  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  The  Hygeno  Disinfectant 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Hygeno  "A"  to  not 
more  than  70  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 

Change  in  Name  of  Dip. 

"Disinfectone  Dip." — The  name  of  "Disinfectol  Dip,"  the  use  of  which  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies  was  authorized  by  Service  Announcements  of 
December  16,  3907,  has  been  changed  to  ' ' Disinfectone  Dip."  The  distributers  are 
W.  D.  Carpenter  Company,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  and  the  dilution  permitted  is  1  gallon 
of  Disinfectone  Dip  to  62  gallons  of  water. 


WITHDRAWAL  OF  PERMISSION  FOR  USE  OF  DIP. 

"Pioneer  Stock  Dip." — Recent  analyses  by  the  bureau  of  samples  of  "Pioneer  Stock 
Dip,"  manufactured  by  the  Pioneer  Stock  Dip  and  Remedy  Company,  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  show  its  composition  to  be  materially  different  from  that  stated  in  the  guaranty 
appearing  on  the  containers.  Employees  are  therefore  instructed  not  to  permit  the 
use  of  this  dip  in  official  dipping. 
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EXHIBIT  AT  THE  INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  ON  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  a  call  was  sent  out  to  the  various  cities  at  which  the  federal  meat 
inspection  is  maintained,  asking  the  inspectors  to  lay  aside  the  most  striking  speci- 
mens of  tuberculosis  that  they  might  chance  to  meet,  especially  those  showing 
infection  of  mammary  organs  either  in  cattle  or  swine,  later  shipping  them  to  the 
Pathological  Division  for  preservation. 

As  a  result  of  the  ready  response  of  the  bureau  employees  at  the  various  packing 
centers  many  rare  specimens  were  received  and  the  material  for  a  fine  exhibit  was 
collected.  The  specimens  were  properly  hardened  and  then  preserved  in  Kaiserling's 
fluid,  and  the  choicest  were  placed  in  glass  containers  or  mounted  in  gelatin,  ready 
for  exhibition  at  the  International  Tuberculosis  Congress  of  1908  or  at  some  later 
exhibition  at  which  pathological  specimens  are  shown. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  at  the  congress  was  of  such  an  excel- 
lent character  throughout  that  it  won  a  special  gold  medal  which  was  offered  by  the 
management  for  the  best  pathological  exhibit.  This  was  made  possible  only  by  the 
excellent  cooperation  of  those  who  furnished  the  tuberculous  specimens,  and  all 
who  assisted  in  any  way  should  freely  join  in  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  which 
naturally  accompany  the  winning  of  the  highest  prize  in  competition  with  other 
governments  and  with  the  leading  tuberculosis  institutions  in  many  countries. 


RAILROAD  MILEAGE  AND  SCRIP  BOOKS. 

The  attention  of  bureau  employees  who  use  mileage  or  scrip  books  for  official 
travel  is  called  to  the  following  notice  issued  by  the  Trans-Continental  Scrip  Bureau, 
San  Francisco,  Cal. : 

The  signature  made  to  the  contract  of  scrip  books  at  the  time  of  purchase  is  the 
guide  for  checking  the  book  for  refund;  therefore,  when  these  books  are  purchased 
the  contract  must  be  signed  by  the  individual  who  is  to  use  them  (and  not  by  some- 
one for  him),  and  the  same  name  and  signature  must  be  signed  to  each  indentifica- 
tion  slip  and  to  the  refund  application  blank,  otherwise  there  will  be  no  refund. 
An  abbreviation  of  the  name  as  signed  to  the  contract  will  not  be  accepted  if  made 
upon  identification  slips  or  the  refund  application  blank.  Due  allowance  is  made 
for  signatures  taken  on  the  train. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  the  bookholder  to  see  that  the  conductor  or  train  agent  col- 
lects an  identification  slip  each  time  the  ticket  is  presented  for  passage,  and  if  con- 
ductors or  train  agents  refuse  or  fail  to  collect  an  indentification  slip  the  fact  should 
be  reported  to  the  bureau  agent  at  once,  giving  train  number,  date,  and  points 
between  which  trip  is  made.
